Some one in the audience 
answered that it was “wot” some­ 
times and “dry” part of the time. 
He said that reminded him of the 
woman who was wringing out the 
towel. 
She was asked if it was wet 
or dry and she replied that it was 
neither wet nor dry but damp, 
“ So it is with your city,” said Dr. 
Patterson, “I suppose it 
is damp. 
IIow is it that after 1900 years of 
Christianity it seems that the Devil 
has more power than Jesus Christ 
today? 
The answer is 
the drink 
traffic. 
You can drive liquor out of 
this country in five years if you men 
will go to work and do your duty 
for God and your country.” 
“This is my second visit to your 
great country,” continued Dr. P a t­ 
terson, “and last 
year 
I 
traveled 
21,000 in the interests of the tem­ 
perance 
Catch-my-Pal 
movement, 
which movement was started in my 
own parish, Armagh, four years ago, 
and has by the blessing of God be­ 
come a world-wide movement.

now working under the auspices of 
the National Reform association of 
Pittsburg. 
Please God

Frederick Burlingham, the American 
who made a descent into the crater o f 
Vesuvius o n Dec. 21, has just to ld a 
mo re sensatio nal sto ry o f his feat than 
was published when the news first 
came o ut in Naples. 
Mr. Burlingham reached the ex treme 
bo tto m o f the crater, a depth o f 1,212 
feet, while the vo lcano was active at 
that depth. 
Pro fesso r Mercalli. direc­ 
to r o f the Vesuvius o bservato ry, had 
believed this impo ssible. 
Pro fesso r Malladra, who made a de­ 
scent into the crater to a depth o f 
1.200 feet, says Burlingham’s trip was 
the mo st dangero us ever attempted. 
He surmises fro m Burlingham’s sto ry 
that ano ther part o f the flo o r o f the 
crater has co llapsed, o wing to the in 
creasing activity o f the vo lcano . 
Pro fesso r Malladra. Pro fesso r Mer- 
calli’s assistant, made a descent into 
the crater in May last and o btained 
wo nderful pho to graphs o f the interio r. 
He had many narro w escapes fro m 
asphyx iatio n, but said he fo und also 
many spo ts where he co uld have pitch­ 
ed a tent and remained indefinitely. 
He fo und the flo o r o f the crater to be 
at a depth o f 087 feet fro m the mo uth 
The highest tem perature he fo und was 
205 degrees C. 


Let Do wn by Ro pe. 
Burlingham said that three Italians. 
So nuino , 
Fo rmassino 
and 
Gaudino . 
aided him. They slept three nights o n 
the to p o f the mo untain waiting fo r a 
pro pitio us mo ment fo r the descent. 
This came o n Dec. 21. 
Ho pes were 
launched o ver the precipice, and the 
descent began. 
On acco unt o f the un 
steady wind making the descent very 
dHlScult Gaudino remained o n the edge 
o f the seco nd precipice to watch the 
ro pes as the o thers descended. 
“As my co mpanio ns kept talking o f 
danger,” said Mr. Burlingham. “1 vo l­ 
unteered to carry the cinemato graph 
machine, which weighed nearly thirty 
po unds.

A clo ud o f tfan- 
gero us acid fumes came nex t We had 
taken the precautio n to tie clo ths 
aro und o ur faces.

less there fo r twenty minutes, breath 
ing as little as po ssible, ho ping fdr the 
fumes to pass. 
“As they co ntinued we decided to do 
sc end farther and eventually reached 
the flo o r o f the crater by passing o ver 
a steep slo pe between the sulphuro us 
fumero le and the main mo uth o f the 
crater, which was o pened in .Inly.

Dr. Murlin gav e o ut. which 
he o btained after perfecting an incuha- 
to r-like apparatus fo r the study o f en­ 
ergy ev o lv ed by an infant’s bo dy , he 
has been able to determ ine scientitical- 
ly the fo o d requirem ents o f the newly 
bo rn infant, ev en o f the premature 
baby . 


To Study Ba by ’s Needs . 
The infant that is no t respo nding to 
the custo m ary diets can be put into 
the dev ice, and an ex act kno wledge o f 
just w hat nutritio us substances he 
needs can he pro cured. 
Baby can play 
abo ut in the bo x like machine just as 
the whim takes him. 
He can 
ro ll 
abo ut, kick, cry , laugh, go o go o . sleep 
—any thing that m ight be ex pected o f 
him—but all the w hile that m y stic 
pro cess is go ing o n. 
Dr. Murlin ex plained that the < 0 1 1 
stituents o f the air inhaled and ex ­ 
haled by the infant Inside w ere m eas­ 
ured chem ically —ho w. o nly a man with 
the cipher o f ten sy llable wo rds at his 
finger ends co uld understand 
Fro m 
these m easurem ents it is a sim ple m at­ 
ter fo r the phy sician to prescribe fo r 
his little patient a diet that is bo und 
to start him o n his way to ro bustness. 
Much the sam e kind o f research 
wo rk w as repo rted by Dr. A. S. Lo e- 
v o nhart o f the Univ ersity o f W isco n­ 
sin. 
He had a sim ilar apparatus, res­ 
piratio n chamber, as it were, to wo rk 
with as the o ne m ade by Dr. Murlin, 
tho ugh the fo rm er co nfined all his o b­ 
serv atio ns to sm all anim als. 


D r. Crile's Bra in Dis cov ery . 
The phy sio lo gists o f the federatio n 
marv eled at a disco v ery made by Dr 
Jo hn W. Crile o f Clev eland, who as 
o ne o f the greatest surgeo ns in the 
co untry 
wo n 
internatio nal 
fam e as 
the o riginato r o f lo cal 
anaesthesia. 
I)r. Crile anno unced that after ex am ­ 
ining mo re than 7 00 brains lie had been 
able to gro up certain o rganism s that 
were interdependent, co -o rdinated with 
o ne ano ther. 
H e called this gro up the “ kinetic 
sy stem ” and named the brain, adrenal, 
thy ro id gland, liv er and pancreas sy n ■ 
d^o rae as the o rganism s which com 
po sed it. 
He fo und by his ex perim ents 
that w hatev er hurt o ne o f these affect­ 
ed the o thers. 
So m e so rt o f sy m pa 
thetic relatio nship, he said, ex isted be 
tw een them.

Burlingham and His Companions Went 


Down 
Into 
Crater's 
Depths 1,212 


Feet, With 
Death Dogging Every 


Step—Found Temperature of 600 De- 
grees Centigradii at Bottom. 


Frederick Burlingham, the American 


who made a descent into the crater of 
Vesuvius on Dec. 21, has just told a 
more sensational story of his feat than 
was published when the news first 
came out in Naples. 


Mr. Burliugham reached the extreme 


bottom of the crater, a depth of 1,212 
feet, while the volcano was active at 
that depth. Professor Mercalli. direc- 
tor of the Vesuvius observatory, had 
believed this impossible. 


Professor JIalladra, who made a de- 


scent into the crater to a depth of 
1,200 feet, says Burlingham's trip was 
the most dangerous ever attempted. 
He surmises from Burlingham's story 
that another part of the floor of the 
crater has collapsed, owing to the in- 
creasing activity of the volcano. 


Professor Malladra. Professor Mer- 


calli's assistant, made a descent into 
the crater in May last and obtained 
wonderful photographs of the interior. 
He had many narrow escapes from 
asphyxiation, but said he found also 
many spots where he could have pitch- 
ed a tent and remained indefinitely. 
He found the floor of the crater to be 
at a depth of 987 feet from the mouth. 
The highest temperature he found was 
295 degrees C. 


Let Down by Rope. 


Burlingham said that three Italians, 


Sonuino, 
Forrnassino and 
Gandiuo. 


aided him. They slept three nights on 
the top of the mountain waiting for a 
propitious moment for the descent. 
This came on Dec. 21. Hopes were 
launched over' the precipice, and the 
descent began. On account of the un- 
steady wind making the descent very 
dillicult Gaudino remained on the edge 
of the second precipice to watch the 
ropes as the others descended. 


"As my companions kept talking of 


danger." said Mr. Burliugham. "I vol- 
unteered to carry the cinematograph 
machine, which weighed nearly thirty 
pounds. I also had to carry the naif 
plate camera. Sonnino carried the tri- 
pod, which weighed twenty pounds, 
*. "While descending below the third 
precipice, almost immediately over the 
large 
sulphur 
fumerole. 
the 
wind 


changed, and we were enveloped in 
dense sulphur fumes. 
A cloud of dan- 


gerous acid fumes came next We had 
taken the precaution to tie cloths 
around our faces. 
We stood motion 


less there for twenty minutes, bre.atb- 
ing as little as possible, hoping for the 
fumes to pass. 


"As they continued we decided to de- 


scend farther and eventually reached 
the tloor of the crater by passing over 
a steep slope between the sulphurous 
fumerole and the main ir.outli of the 
crater, which was opened in .July. 


Took Lives In Their Hands. 


"There was no immediate danger 


there, so we took a motion picture of 
the new crater and the precipitous sur- 
rounding walls. Then 1 suggested mak 
ing a descent of 200 feet through the 
tunnel to the mouth. Sonnino. who is 
an expert on Vesuvius, warned me that 
the lives of all would be m danger, but 


we anally, agreed to take the risk,

opening, from which redhot smoke was 
issuing in a great volume. I estimated 
that the temperature was 600 degrees 
centigrade." 


Frederick 
Burlingham • arrived 
in 


Paris in 1906, joining the editorial staff 
of the Paris edition of the New York 
Herald as a reporter. He soon became 
a well known figure in American cir- 
cles and greatly amused the Ijitin 
quarter, where he took up his resi- 
dence, by his curious habits of dress. 
Having decided that shoes were un- 
healthy, he discarded them in favor ol 
sandals, and with his long, flowing red 
beard he resembled in many ways a 
Benedictine monk.

Professor Before Physicians' 


Convention Demonstrates Wonderful 
Device—Physiologists Are Impressed 
by Report on Brain Discovery Made- 
by Dr. John W. Crile of Cleveland. 


Science, that indomitable force against 


ivbich barriers heretofore impregnable 
are crumbling steadily and laying bare 
stores of vital knowledge, has at last 
mastered the problem of every mother 
—namely, the proper feeding of her 
baby. So it was announced by Dr. J. 
R. Murlin of Cornell university to the 
medical savants who attended the clos- 
ing session of the three day convention 
of the Federation of American Socie- 
ties For Experimental Biology at the 
University of Pennsylvania. 


By a delicate system of chemical cal- 


culations. Dr. Murlin gave out. which 
ue obtained after perfecting an iucuba- 
tor-like apparatus for the study of eu- 
rgy evolved by an infant's body, he 
lias been able to determine scientiiical- 
!y the food requirements of the newly 
born infant, even of the premature 
baby. 


To Study Baby's Needs. 


Tile infant that is not-responding to 


:he customary diets can be put into 
the device, and an exact knowledge of 
lust what nutritious substances lie 
needs can lie procured. Baby can play 
about in the boxlike machine just as 
the whim takes him. 
He can roll 


about, kick, cry, laugh, googoo. sleep 
—anything that might be expected of 
aim—but all the while that mystic 
process is going on. 


Dr. Murlin explained that the con- 


stituents of the air inhaled and1 ex- 
lialed by the infant inside were nieas- 
.irccl chemically—how. only a man with 
he cipher of ten syllable words at his 
finger ends could understand. From 
hc-se measurements it is a simple mat- 
er for tiie physician to prescribe for 
lis little patient a diet that is bound 
to start him on his way to robustness. 


Much tli? same kind of research 


work was reported by Dr. A. S. Loe- 
venhart of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, lie had a similar apparatus, res- 
piration chamber, as it were, to work 
with as the one made by Dr. Miiriin. 
though the former confined all his ob- 
servations to small animals. 


Dr. Crile's Brain Discovery. 


The physiologists of the federation 


marveled at a discovery made by Dr. 
John W. Crile of Cleveland, who as 
one of the greatest surgeons in the 
country won international fame as 
the originator of local anaesthesia. 
Dr."CriIe announced that after exam- 
ining more than 700 brains he had been 
able to group certain organisms that 
were interdependent, co-ordinated with 
one another. 


lie called this group the "kinetic 


system" and named the brain, adrenal, 
thyroid gland, liver and pancreas syn-• 
dr.ome as the organisms which com- 
posed it. He found by his experiments 
that whatever hurt one of these affect- 
ed the others, 
tfonie sort of sympa- 


thetic relationship, he said, existed be- 
tween them.

From time immemorial deer have 


been held to reverent regard by the 
Japanese. 
Herds are kept in com- 


pounds, and the highest respect is 
paid to the animals.
